INTRODUCTORY  NOTES 

The  method  of  constructing  the  index  for  agricultural  production  for  Latin  America  in 
1965  is  somewhat  different  from  that  in  earlier  studies.  2/  Although  the  method  used  in 
this  report  still  involves  aggregation  by  the  summation  of  production  estimates  and  price 
weights,  the  changes  are  designed  to  improve  the  system  of  base  year  period  price  weights, 
to  measure  net  output  more  accurately,  and  to  make  intra-  and  inter-regional  comparisons 
more  meaningful  by  placing  all  calculations  on  a  calendar  year  basis. 

Commodity  prices,  expressed  in  both  local  currency  units  and  in  dollar  equivalents, 
are  used  directly  as  base  period  weights  and  are  estimated  on  the  basis  of  average  prices 
received  by  producers.   The  sources  of  such  prices  are  official  country  estimates  of  the 
value  of  commodity  production,  where  such  data  are  available.   Other  principal  sources  in- 
clude estimates  for  Individual  crops;  guaranteed  producer  prices;  wholesale,  retail,  or 
trade  prices  adjusted  by  estimates  of  marketing  margins;  and,  in  some  instances,  estimates 
based  upon  prices  in  other  countries  with  similar  marketing  margins  and  price  levels.   Ex- 
pression of  producer  prices  for  each  country  in  dollar  equivalents  permits  country  aggre- 
gation on  a  comparable  basis  and  useful  comparisons  of  inter-country  price  relationships. 
Producer  price  estimates  used  are  open  to  some  question  because  accurate  and  comparable 
price  data  for  Latin  America  are  extremely  limited.  Overall,  however,  these  estimates  are 
sufficiently  accurate  for  index  purposes. 

Estimates  of  total  production  for  each  country  are  adjusted,  where  appropriate,  to 
better  measure  net  output.  Adjustments  considered  included:  Deductions  for  the  value  of 
crops  fed  when  such  crops  are  included  in  the  country  index;  deductions  for  feed  imports; 
deductions  for  slaughter  cattle  imports;  and  additions  for  the  value  of  slaughter  cattle 
exports.  Generally,  these  adjustments  are  limited  to  cases  where  such  factors  are  signifi- 
cant; the  level  of  significance  for  each  factor  is  defined  as  10  percent  of  the  value  of 
livestock  products  included  in  the  country  indices. 

Crop  production  estimates  are  combined  with  calendar  year  data  on  livestock  production 
for  the  year  shown.   Calendar  year  data  include  crops  harvested  the  year  round;  those  har- 
vested in  the  calendar  year  shown;  and  those  for  which  the  harvest  begins  in  the  calendar 
year  shown  but  extends  into  the  following.  Consequently,  the  time  reference  for  production 
estimates  may  vary  from  other  reports. 

Sugarcane  production  estimates  are  used  where  available;  otherwise  estimates  are  for 
centrifugal  sugar  output.  Estimates  for  sweetpotatoes  exclude  yams,  except  when  they  are 
footnoted.  In  some  instances,  commercial  milk  production  estimates  are  given  in  lieu  of 
total  output;  estimates  include  goat's  milk  where  indicated.   Meat  data  are  on  a  carcass 
weight  basis,  cover  estimated  total  slaughter  except  where  commercial  slaughter  only  is  in- 
dicated, and  include  neat  from  imported  slaughter  livestock.   "Mutton"  includes  both  sheep 
and  goat  meat. 

Production  statistics  are  based  primarily  upon  official  estimates  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  Where  indicated.  Economic  Research  Service  estimates  are  used. 
Sources  considered  in  preparation  of  production  estimates  Include  official  and  unofficial 
reports  and  estimates  by  governments,  commodity  groups,  U.S.  Agricultural  Attaches,  market- 
ing specialists  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  and  regional  agricultural  economists 
of  the  Economic  Research  Service.   Production  statistics  generally  reflect  information  ^ 
available  through  December  10,  1965.
